THE GRANITE STATE.

N orth Conway, N .H ., Aug. 22, 1373. 
The mountain scenery from this point 
is pleasing beyond description. The Mote 
mountains, White Horse Ledge, (so named 
from the figure of a white horse plainly 
seen in the ledge,) and Cathedral Recks, lie 
in 
front, on the right, in the dis­ 
tance 
M i. 
Washington, 
aad back 
Mt Kearsarge, Bartlett aud Rattle Snake 
mountains. The reason for the name o f 
the latter is quite obvious, and would 
seem to quench any desire we might have 
felt to explore .the region. 
About nine 
o’clock, having ^previously 
arranged a 
drive for the forenoon, we start out. The 
road wmdi around, up bill and down, 
ova* rock* and through woods, and every­ 
where, whichever way we turn we are en­ 
chanted with the view. 
We crews the 
Saw river, and soon come to another 
stream, or bed of a river, there being but 
little water.and are told this was the original 
bed of the river, which changed its course 
some years ago. From one point we see ML 
Washington, not the summit however, for 
he persists in hiding his head under a thick 
mantle of cloud. Still he is very attractive 
even in this gutze. Passing through a gate 
and up a steep hill we are soon at Diana’s 
baths. There was something very wonder­ 
ful to us in this. 
A small stream of water 
dows over a bed of solid rock. The water, 
of which there is quite a volume in the 
spring, has worn the rocks smooth. A great 
number of basins some of them deep 
enough to be called wells, have been form­ 
ed by the constant pouring of the water on 
to the rocks, and Ibis is where Diana is 
supposed to take her morning bath. 
I ISceing ferns growing on the rocks near 
the fall, one of the party volunteered to 
get them. This proved quite an exciting 
leat, as the only way of accomplishing ii 
was to creep on bands and knees across 
the slippery rocks, the penalty of a miss- 
creep being a bath in this delightfully cool 
inter. 
The ferns bung secured, we proceeded 
to explore. Some of the party preferred to 
follow the path, the others the scramble 
on the rocks. An exciting scramble it 
proved to be. The water had not been 
accommodating in the choice of its chan­ 
nels and they were ofieu times too wide to 
be easily crossed. 
Trees, narrow and 
rickety boards formed the only bridges, 
but we escaped without getting more than 
ons foot in the waler. 
From Diana’s Baths we drove to Cathe­ 
dral Rocks, a distance of about one mile. 
To describe these would be impossible. 
These perpendicular walls of rocks extend 
(too feet in height, and are partly covered 
with trees and mess. 
We were not aware 
we had reached the rocks until we were 
directly under them, and they were so 
much more grand than we had been led to 
think from a distant view, that we were 
quite overcome with surprise for a few 
moments. 
Taking a foot path which leada through 
the woods, and up a rocky ascent, we found 
oui se] ?es under an immense dome of rock, 
l ader the dome was pulpit, rock, and 
M attered around were chairs and foot 
stool? ct r.'ck which were quite welcome 
alter the tedious climb. Alter procuring 
ferns and moas, of which there is a great 
variety, we returned to the carnage and 
drove to Echo lake. This beautiful sheet 
of water lies at the foot of White Horse 
Ledge, and is very clear. To test the cor­ 
rectness cl us name a party sang, “Roll 
Jordon Roll," and the cliffs sent the echo 
rolling back. We went back for dinner 
and sjKUl the afternoon in rambles near 
the bouse, aud lo a visit to Champney’s 
studio. The next morning we are up in 
time to take a short walk before break­ 
fast. We are resolved to find the while 
horse this morning, and eagerly tcaa 
the 
cliff 
for 
the 
outlines 
of 
the noble animal. We are not very euc- 
c«*iul. and the proprietor of the hotel 
comes to our relist, and looking at a car- 


Betiii.rhem, Aug. 26, 187S. 
A party had fixed upon this day, provid­ 
ing the weather was favorable, to go 
through the Notch and also ascend Mount 
Washington. The contusion which we 
heard in awaking, was %*t signal to us of 
fair weather, lur it was the noise of the 
excursionists preparing to set out on their 
journey. At IO o’clock we left North 
Conway, not without regret, for we had 
spent many pleasant days here, and were 
charmed with the place. 
The railroad Is built on the sides of the 
mountain, and is from S5 to IOO feet above 
the valley. The road follows the shape of 
the mountains, which of course necessi 
talcs many curves. Al times, when look 
mg ahead, the .engine and forward cars 
were not to beseen, and at one place, be­ 
tween two cliffs, the turn is so short as to 
have the appearance of a right angle. In 
many places the bed of Hie road is only 
wide enough to lay the track, and the cars 
project beyond this. At such places a per­ 
son may look down 85 feet before seeing 
ground, and we feel almost as if suspended 
in air. On our way we crossed Franken­ 
stein trestle, which is built across a deep 
gulf, at the base of Frankenstein cliff. It 
Is 500 feet long and 85 feet high. Passen­ 
gers are quite relieved when safely across 
this bridge, as it l«x*ks very frail although 
built entirely of iron. 
Passing this we 
have the finest view from the cars, perhaps 
the tined view flout any point to the 
mountains. It is the view of the famous 
Willey valley. We are far above the tops 
of the trees, and are looking down upon 
the valley which nestles at the loot of these 
grand mountains. So quiet and peaceful 
it seemed, wo could scarcely realize it bad 
been the scene of such a peaceful tragedy, 
the story of which is tamifiar to all who 
pa^ through the Notch. In 1S25 a family 
bv the name of Willey, moved into a house 
into the valley and passed the ensuing 
winter there. Late in June, Mr. Willey 
saw a large mass of the mountain above 
them, sliding through the tog, toward their 
meadow:*. The slide moved to the very 
foot of the mountain, and spread itself 
across the road. He was greatly terrified 
at the sight, and resolved to move the lam 
ily from the Notch ; but on further consid­ 
eration concluded that such an event was 
not likely to occur again, and it it should 
he would be prepare ii. He then built a 
strong 
hut, further down the valley, 
to which they might lly for shelter if oc­ 
casion required. In August, after a heavy 
rain, a slide came down the mountains, 
striking a rock JO feet high, back of the 
house, and passing by without injuring it. 
It Is supposed that the family, consisting 
of Mr. Willey, his wife, five children, ani 
two hired men, were overtaken by the 
siide while endeavoring to reach the 
hat. 
Nearing the cut we cross Willey creek 
bridge, which is IOO feet above the creek. 
Very soon we pass through the cut, which 
is a place where the rock w a s cut out for 
the railroad to pass through. 
The walls 
of the cut are probably 60 feet high. It 
is said that for three years as many men 
were employed 
as could conveniently 
work. This view is not satisfactory from 
the cars, as it is a work which one wants 
time to look at. We next pass Crawford’s 
Fabyans, and various other large hotels, 
and 
are 
soon 
at 
Bethlehem. 
We 
decide 
to 
remain 
here 
several days, and to rest the remainder of 
the day. From the hotel we have a view 
of the Presidential range. Mts. Jefferson, 
Washington, Madison and Monroe. 
The 
Ammonoosuc a most beautiful river, ffow9 
lo front of the hotel, and back of the river 
LaFayette, Hay Stack, and Twin Mount- 
I ains. The next day at six o'clock we are 
off lor the Flume, a ride of 21 miles. The 
road, of course, is over hilly country, but 
nowhere did we ever ride 21 miles over 
such smooth roads and with as little fatigue. 
A ride on any pleasant morning, before 
the dew is dried from off the leaves and 
grass, is delightful. But a drive over the 
Bethlehem hills, with the are so bracing as 
to be almost oppressive, through some of 
the most beautiful scenery in America, 
what can bi said of it ? 
Words can not 
express what we enj >yed that day. we can 
only wish for cur friends the same drive. 
The first place of interest stopped at was 
Echo Lake, a much larger lake thau its 
namesake a* North Conway. 
It is almost 
entirely shut in by mountains. 
The wind 
being unfavorable we were unable to hear 
the echo. We were told there are seven 
distinct echo#, and centrary to all expecta­ 
tions, the last is heard as plainly as the 
first. A few minutes drive brings us to 
the Profile bouse. We have been riding 
through the wools the greater part of the 
way, but as we near the house we emerge 
from them, aud the full grandeur of the 
mountains bursts upon us. 
it is a light 
that fills us with awe. 
We are completely 
shut ic by mountains, and everything else 
aestus email and insignificant compared 
with them. The Franconia Notch through 
which we are passing, the narrowest poiot 
being a short distance below Profile houa**, 
is formed by Cannon aud La Fayette 
ranges. La Fayette is a grand mountain. 
In height it is next to Washington. 
It 
seems a fitting thing that a man, to whom 
America owes so much, should be honored 
next to Washington, among the mountain?. 
Passing Profile house we come to the Old 
M ao of the Mountains, or Profile Rock. 
This perfect face is formed of three disj 
tinct ledges of rock, sud is from #5 to 85 
feet from the top of the chin to the poiot 
of the forehead. It is 1500 feet above Pro­ 
file lake, which lies at the bose of the 
cliff. This is a quiet sheet of water sur­ 
rounded by mountains, and is often called 
Old Man’s Mirror. A remarkable fact in 
regard to the Old Mac is, that he does not 
show his face. except from one poiot in the 
road. Having passed that poiot we look 
io vain for any feature, which you recog­ 
nize as his. 
We next come to Old Man's 
basin, an 
immense 
granite 
basin, 
CO 
feet 
In 
circumference, and 
15 
feet deep. The waler falls a distance of 
20 feet into it, with a great roar. The 


see what we i After a drive of five mibs we leave our 
I carriage and finish our sightseeing on foot. 
We follow up a small stream, walking up 
a hill of granite, 40 feet wide, which is tho 
bed of Liberty Brook. Finally when the 
bed of the stream is filled by the water, 
crossing from one side to the other on rude 
bridges, and we* are soon at the Flume. 
This is 700 feet long, and the usual width 
Is 20 feet, the narrowest point being 12 
feet The walks are 75 feet high, but seem 
much higher. The water here 19 very 
swift, rushing and tumbling over the rocks, 
glad to leave their gloomy place, and get | 
into the sunshine. The air Is very damp, | 
and cold. The rocks are dripping with 
moisture, and covered with mrsiand ferns. 
At the narrowest point, looking as ii I 
stopped 
in a headlong descent, 
and 1 
ready to fall at an? moment, is a huge 
boulder, caught between the wall?. Peo­ 
ple wishing'to go farther than the boulder 
mast climb the slippery rocks. 
Nearly 
every one climbs to the top of the cliff, 
above tho boulder, and many cross on 
the log twenty feet above ft. 
We spent 
several boars here, most of the time upon 
the rocks, enjoying the scenery. 
We en- 
joyed this ride so much that before we 
reached Bethlehem we had planned an­ 
other drive for the next day to the White 
Mountain Notch, and also to ascend Mount 
Willard. The road is rocky and leads 
down tearful precipices, but the hight and 
grandeur of tho mountians irorn tho valley 
through wjiich we pass, fills me with un- 
speakable ewe find wonder. We go to t lie 
lemons Wflley house, and visit tile gruv< a 
of the Winey lamily. 
Coming back the clouds added a new 
charm to the scene, and a most brilliant 
rainbow rested against the mountain s side. 
Looking back to take our farewell < f 
Washington, we saw what appeared to be 
a mountain of fire. The sun which was 
sinking behind the mountains, cant its 
farewell rays upon a bank of clouds, which 
had been slowly 
gathering 
about the 
mountains, making a most glorious pic­ 
ture. 
We return bdme with the sense of hay- j 
ing seen and enjoyed too much; of having ; 
lived a lifetime of pleasure in a wet k. We 
most heartily wish one and all the same i 
trip, but would add, go to North Conway 
first, there you will see the beauties, and lo 
Bethlehem afterward, tor there you wiil 1 
see the grandeur of the mountains.

A story comes to us from tne up-river 
country wbicb rather savors of romance.

The fact that General Shields was to ad­ 
dress those at the Fair grounds yesterday 
called together a large number of people. 
As the procession which escorted him 
neared the grounds there was a genera* 
rush to obtain seats, and by the time the 
carnage in which the speaker was seated 
reached the grand stand, he found in wait­ 
ing a large number of enthusiastic auditors. 
The escort consisted of the Bower City 
Band, and a company of v*.t .-rang, under the 
command of Capt. C. W. Baker, 
in the 
carnage were abated with the General, 
Mr. George Sherman, President of the 
Association, lion. C. G. Williams, and Dr- 
J. B. Whiting. 
Congressman Williams in introducing 
General Shields to the audience, paid a 
glowing and befitting tribute to the brave 
veteran. 
He said it watt a relief and a 
positive gratification to introduce a speaker 
at aa agricultural fair who coaid rise above 


the political issues of the day. 
He gave a 
I vivid and eloquent pen*pictiirc of the Gen 
erat as he stood at the head ol a little army 
of 4,000 sol only resisting but routing 18,- 
000 Mexicans,and opening the way for a 
triumphant march to the capita), winning 
one of the greatest yictoriesof the war, anti 
so pronounced by General Scott 
Sixteen 
years later the same noble soldier was on 
the heights of Harper’s Ferry, and though 
a bursting shell crushed his arm, shattered 
his shoulder, and lacerated his side, he lay 
upon** hero’s bed of suffering and there 
issued hD orders, directing the forces and 
planning victory for the northern army and 
defeat tor Stonewall Jackson, it mattered 
not in what scene the old General was 
found, he was always the same true-hearted 
mao, the same heroic soldier, the same 
patriot who was so gladly greeted now. 
The speaker said that in behalf of the old 
veterans gathered about him, in behalf of 
the citizens there assembled, he could say 
in truth that wherever this hero should turn 
in the future, the remembrance of this peo 
pie would follow him. 
Three hearty cheers were given for the 
General, and after the band had rendered 
the “ Star Spangled Banner. ” General 
Shields arose in the carriage and addressed 
the audience for about half an hour. He 
opened by congratulating himself on being 
present, cand thanked those there for 
their kindly reception. He spoke of ttie 
early history of the West, and its wonder­ 
ful growth, and claimed the honor of being 
a Western man, which fact he deemed in­ 
deed an honor. He was not only a Wes­ 
tern mao, but also a farmer. 
Once he 
thought he would hold the plough himself, 
tor he wanted to do everything that any- 
laxly else ever .did. He got along all rigiu 
ploughing with horses, aud even with 
mules, bul when it oame to oxen he found 
he had missed his calling. The oxen start­ 
ed out all right, but they kept straight on 
to the end of the iurrow, tor he couldn’t 
make them “gee” or “haw," and when they 
got to the end of the furrow, they started 
straight tor the barn and he couldn’t stop 
them. He related other experiences of hi9 
pastoral life. For two years he had sunk 
money on his farm. One day a man came 
to him with a letter of introduction from 
Stephen A. Douglas who recommended 
the man as capable to take charge of the 
firm. He asked the man, whose name was 
Sam, what he could do. ’‘Nothin’ but 
tannin.” 
“Can ycu cut wood, Sam ?” 
“No ” “Can you build fences ?” “No.” 
“Canyou trade horses?” Ile asked him 
this last question because he had a strong 
prejudMh against trading horses. He once 
started out himself with a good team to 
trade, and he dickered about several times, 
and when he got home again he only bad 
a bridle left. So he thought if Sam traded 
horses he did n’t want to hire him. 
But 
Sam said he couldn't trade horses. “ Well, 
what can you do, Sam *” “Only farm.” 
Well, he thought that lf Sam coaldn’t do 
but one thing, he would hire him, as all 
the other men he had hired said they could 
do everything, and every one of them had 
lost money for him. He was struck with 
the idea that here was a man who coaid 
do only one thing, and so he hired him, and 
he proved to be a splendid farmer, 
and made money for him. That was the 
kind of men who was most wanted, aud his 
advice to every youog man was to learn 
to do one thing and do it well. 
As for 
himself he had been a Judge, and got 
along on the bench, he thought, pretty 
well. He had beeeu a General and got 
along In that pretty well He bad been a 
Senator and got along there pretty fairly, 
bat when he came to farm, he found that it 
was harder to be a good farmer than all the 
else pat together, it took more ability and 
more industry. 
One thing every good 
farmer must do, and that was to take care 
of his stock. No mao is worth mach who 
would chose or allow to 'suffer any dumb 
beast. Often when he saw a man beating 
a horse he thought the horse was by tar 
the nobler brute of the two. Ile said he 
was too old a man to do anything but give 
advice, and so he would give a little of 
that to the lyoung ladies. 
They should 
never trust a man who abuses his horse, 
ani when they were approached by any 
such man they should promptly mitten 
him. Another bit of advice was that 
nothing was too small to be dbne well. 
When Napoleon went on board the Bog 
li9h man-of-war, a prisoner after the battle 
of Waterloo, the officers and marines in­ 
dulged io jokes about hts small stature aud 
insignificant appearance, and would hardly 
believe that he was the great Napoleon, 
who had been victorious. Napoleon no­ 
ticing the smiles of derision, asked the 
marines to go through the manual of 
arms. They did so finely. 
He then 
picked up a musket and showed them 
how the French drilled. The were utter­ 
ly astounded at his proficiency in drill, and 
were willing to acknowledge that it w&9 
either M Bony " or the devil,” they hard 
ly knew which. In response to some com­ 
plimentary remarks from one of the officers 
Napoleon said that “from driving a nail in 
the shoe of a trooper’s horse to directing 
an army io the field, I allow no one to ex­ 
cel me.” This was the advice he also 
would give. To do well whatever was un­ 
dertaken, however small, however great. 
The State was a grand ooe, and filled with 
a great people. It was made up from con­ 
tributions from all nations, and when these 
different nationalities got well mixed up, 
there will 
be 
produced 
the greatest 
racoon earth. 
The speaker urged his 
hearers to stick by the State and be true to 
its institutions. Every man should also 
have faith in himself. 
He strongly be­ 
lieved in loyalty to his own State. 
When 
he was a prisoner he asked a secesh Vir­ 
ginian why in the world he was fighting 
against the Union t “I ain't fighting the 
Union.” “ Well what are you fighting for?” 
“I'm fighting for old Virginia.” 
That 
w u the way he stood by his State. He 
also met an Indiana man once who had 
this same love for one’s State in which he 
lived. 
At the time the incident occurred 
the speaker w u in Illinois. 
Stephen A. 
Douglu w u there also and was a friend 
of his, and of course a Democrat. The 
speaker said that at that time he too was a 
Democrat, and in fact was one still. 
He 
w u not big enough fool to leave the De­ 
mocracy when he ought to have doue so, 
sod It w u now too late for him to leave— 
but resuming the story: Douglas and he 
were on a steamboat, and'there were two 
men talking very earnestly about the race 
between Polk and Clay tor the presidency. 
One thought Polk would surely be elected 
aud the other w u equally confident that 
Clay would wm.(A tail aud lank Indianian 
stool by chewiBg his quid and expector­ 
ating, between remarks, but saying nothing 
himself, though evidently deeply interest 
ed. A Second-Advent man sauntered up 
to the company. He looked very sepul­ 
chral and solemn, in view of the fact that 
he soon expected the second coming of 
Christ. He approached the disputants and 
remarked that they were both mistaken, 
for neither Mr. Clay nor Mr. Polk would 
be the next President of the United States.
